ſee. But Amaſias knowing time to be beneficiall vnto him, 
yetnot too bountifull;to be as notoverliberall,cn- 
- ding delay, and beginning to dallicz farſt heſet foorthbis 
_ foote, firſt hee offered to give the onſetand aſlault, nather 
by torce did he firſt endevourto:takethatfort , butby faire} 
meanes; he required and requeſted the fruitof hislove and 
labours : he cntlewoman waged the matter with words," 
which indecd are womens beſt weapons , ſaying thatiſhee: 
had more care of her credite, and regard of her honor:then.; 
ſo to ſhake hands with honeſhie; thatſhe never palled-any; 
ſuch promiſe vnto him, .. neither did hee evercraveany-far-, 
ther curteſiethen her company,orat the moſta kiſle,wher-:

Yet would I not preſerve my life by. doing wronganſwe-, 
red Fhorinda, Nay, thy ſelfe carſt diddeſt ſay (quoth Amaſins); 
thatthou wertminc rote: cheeks whereare now yours 
weakercaſons?weakethey were God-wotc,aud ſcarcecure, 
| ms rant 
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_ never glutted his minde withcontent: butas the Serpent 
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| rant; butlermeſee whether your ſelfebe as ſtoutto reſiſt, 


as your gentle perſwaſtons were ſubſtantiall to make mee 

deliſt. "This being ſaid, Amaſias,as it belt befeemed Ama- 

fas offred her gentle violence, and violent gentlenes, which 

as fome ſay,ſeldome comesto women vnaccepted : ſhee a- 

gaine for { thionsſakke combated, butwilling to bee con- 
quered; for indecd, erelong, Amaſier rode intriumph: and 
which ſome men may maruatle at, he behaved himſelfe like 
Hydrazwhoſeneckes pared off with the heads, were renued 
with twoin eachplace :like Antews by each fall gathering 
more force; or as the ſtone of Thracia, which dipped in wa- 
ter tobe cooled, waxeth moſt fervent. Aﬀer this Flerinda 
feaſted him with as dainne and delicate diſhes, as her (clfe 
could deviſe, wherevnto wanted no Yun Cor, the Whet- 
None of his fortitude. Which done, Amaſias thanking his

_ Now Ameaſrasever after was ſo wedded to the vaine ſim- 
poſe ofpleaſure,and delight, thathisPeeres forowed at the 
courſe of his vnbrideled follics, and his fubjeAsgroned not 


- vnder the burden of his covetous deſires, but weretaxed 


with the griefe ofhis voluptuous appetitezfor ſuch was the 
mcontincncie of his life, as ſacicticof wanton affetions 
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Hyaſpi, the more hedrinketh, themorghe-is a thirſt , and. 
as the Salamander,the more he lieth'in the fire,the moredes 
firous he is of the flame : ſo Amejias the more hee offended 
in this intemperate concupiſcence, the more his thoughts 
were addiQed to the vice,inſomuch as everic man did wiſh 
hee might fall headlong inothe Centre of fome deepe miſs 
fortune. at , on! yi bLynbnrigh tbaig 
Wallowing thus inthe ſelfe conceit of his wickedneſle, 
his wife Cl:ogore, through over much umpatience, not ſuf- 
ficiently commanding his conſtancie , or greatly moderas 
ting his aftetions, begap-palpably to. feele extraordinary 
*paſ{sions within her tobe pradowinant: For fond Aﬀe&i- 
on ikea heady ruler, olibfingabe chiefeit portion'of hee 
intereſts, over-ruled her more honeſt reſolutions, at the en- 
terta:nement of inceſtuous luſt. Which when ſhe moſt evi. 
dcntly perceived, forthe better efteing of herpurpoſe; 
manifcited her-griefe vato-a damfell', whom thee had 
broughtw.th het out of Lemmes, and in whoſe confidence 
ſhe repoſed much. Lacilla (for ſo was the maid named) be- 
ing vpon a day in her Miſtris chamber, ſeeing thatbeyond 
meaſure ſhe was melanchohlie, and thather healthniot alit« 
tleuwpeached through ſorrow, ſtrained modeſty, 'and with 
theſe words interrupted her mournings. [' 
Ah Cleodora, moreioved of me then mine ownelife, and

oncly itudie to procure your contentment by my induttri-' 
| ous, 
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ous reſolutions, but my ſclfe alſo not a little ſatisfied, ſhall 
reſt in greatſecurity. Alas (quoth the Queene) itis not vn- 
knowne, notonly to vs, but to the whole Kingdome, how 
my Lord, ſeduced by the flattering allurements of ſtrum- 
pets , hath notonely violated thelaw of our gods, inpro- 
phaning my nuptiall bed , madeſacred by the holy law of 
matrimonies. but alſo the law of Cyprus, which vtterly for- 
biddeth ſuch diſorder and wanton a&tions. But fithin a 5» 
Monarchie the wills of Princes may bide no checke, but » 
their reaſons (howſoever vnreaſonable) are the principles 9» 
that may notbe infringed, itreſteth onely forme to com- 22 
plaine, bo not toredreſle, leſt venturing toofarre, I ſetmy »» 
reſt on the hazard, and ſo deſperately throw at all . What »» 
Madame, (anſwered Lxcila)have you no other cauſe to diſ- 
uiet your ſelfe, then the fooliſh love ofthe King? Truely 
this is a very ſmall occaſion, anda cauſe more then frivo- 
Jous,afterthis manner to vexe yourſelfezremove away theſe 
dolorous paſsions,and endevour tolivejoyfully with thoſe, 
amongſt whom your reputation and credite ſhall be honou- 
rable: attending til Time ſhal coole his ardent defires, and 
enforce him to Won his affetions, with this proviſozthat 
by vnlawfull acquaintance, your honour likewiſe benct 
depraved. Indeede xeplyed the Queene,the whole can with 
facilitic miniſter counſell to them that are fſicke; butifthou 
didſt but feele that diſtemperature which permitteth meto 
takenoreſtin my minde, andthe cauſe ofthe anguiſh that 
doth deprive me of fence, Iam aſliired, that having pittie 
vpon me,thou wouldeſt otherwiſe comfort me,or cl{e help 
to executethat, which ſhould ſerve for the intire ſolace and 
- contentment of my fpirit.. - The King hath led this life a 
long time, and it is now impoſs1ble,Þut by death or extrea- 
mity ot age,he thould alter it;:in the meane while, Ipaſtemy 
time away in vaine, nowaies comforted, which maketh my 
griete ſceme more intolerable. Zncilla perceiving without 
calting ot her water, where ſhe was painted, ſhaped her this 
reply. For mine owne part Madan, as yet Inever had cx- 
pericnce of whatforce Love is : and therefore3gnorant of 
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the diſdaine and ſorrow, which ſuchas you are ſuftaine:

and when virgins waxcin yeares , they follow that which

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belongeth to their youth. Love,love,yca but they love, ex- 
pceRing ſome good hap, & alas,both love and livewithout 
all hope : for wy is my ſonne; and yetif he werenot, he 
liketh not me. Sith then (Cleedora) thou art pinched, and 
baſtnone topittic thy paſsions, diſlemble thy affeQion, 
thoughit ſhorten thy life : Forbetter it were to dic with 
gricte,then to live with ſhame: The ſpungeis full of water, * 
yet is not ſecnethe leafe of the tree _ hit be wet, ** 
looks always dry; & a wiſe lover, be ſhe never ſo much tor- 
mented, behaves herſelf;as thogh ſhe were not toucht. Yea 
but fare cannot be hid in the flax without ſmoke, nor musk 
in the boſome without ſmell,nor love 1n the breaſt without 
ſuſpicion . Then ſecke ſome meanes to manifeſt thy love 
to Ehoftotor as the ſtone Draconites can by no means be po- 
liſhed, vnleſle the Lapidaric burne itz ſo thy mimd can by 
no medciae be cured, vnleile Eboſto caſe it.

her beſt eadevour to accompliſh whatſocver ſhee com-

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manded. Ceodorataking her word for currant, inwhom 
ſhe never found deceit, ſaid : Luca, that it is incident to all 
creaturesin theirkind to love, Iknow thy wittesbenot ſo 
ſimple, but thou canſt conceivezand hethat made vs, direc- 
tcthourlikings as beſt pleaſeth him, beit Princeor Beggar, 


from the higheſtto the ſimpleſt : and he my Zacilla, hath 


linked my liking (albeit extraordinarily) to a moſt brave 


Gentleman(on whom TI think)if Aﬀetion, which is blind, 
deceive me not,is worthy to be favoured of the moſt beau- 
tifull. To keepethee withidle ſpeeches, is now no time, 
having other matters enow whereon wee muſt diſcourſe 
therefore,that thou mayſt know to whom my loves inten- 
ded, Ehoftomy ſonnets he; Z/4»fo,famous for his valour, re- 
nowned for his bountie, antadmired for his courtcſie. He, 
he,Lnula,is the joy of my heart, and my hearts ſole delight, 
without whom T cannot live,nor I wilnot live,neither may 
L live,ſuch 15 the ſervice which my heart hath vowed inlove 
vato him: therfore if thou love me as thou haſt — r2maner' 4

Larcilla,li\tmng to her diſcourſe, willing to become ſe 
cond in this tragedie, [ad herbraines Hens = beaten in the 
ſearch of the charge committed vato her, yet would ſhe not 
ſodaincly anſwer any thing , Confidering how difpleafing 
ſpecches ſpokenout oftime,be to lovers, coraſives: yet che- 
ring the Queene, ſhe requeſted vntill the next morning re- 
ſpite for anſwer, which willingly ſhe granted,affying great- 
ly in her, whoſe judgement . na all others ſhe eſteemed 
moſt ſound and perfet:whom to her ſtudie weleave.

Elnfts bring thus refolute in his opinion, began to caſt be-

Honowrable and gracious Madame, ThatT love I cannot de-

The Queene allthis while gazed on the perfeAion of her 
Sonne,asdeeply enamored on his fcature,as he inve; pled with 
hers; for her eye made a gencrall ſurvey ot his excellent pro- 
portion, which ſhe found more exquiſite, by how much the 
more the had bent her liking to love him . TH 
Thus Aﬀettion which had aſlailed boththeir hearts,indu- 
edthem with fucha ſympathy of content, beholding them-

ſo that the King was for that time conſtrained to defiſt his 
walke. Inthe meane time, Zhoffo,whole extreameswero vehe- 
ment,after his abrupt parting with his mother,grew ſo melan- 
choly, as that nothing was able to delight him : ſo thatin out- 
ragious maner, he exclaimed on his misfortune, curfing the ty- 
dings bringer of the Kings repaire to the Park, and his coogue, 
fornot revealing his griefe, his Phyſition being fo readie to 
heare, that deſpairing of his hope , he was hkely to miſchicfe 
* himſelfe: yet Reaſon affirming, Thatthe learned(t Phiſttion 
* could not diſcover the diſeaſc of his patient, without he ſhew 
it, how neareſocver he gheſle. Entring furcher into confide- 
ration of her favourable ſpeaches, ſhakmg off feare, like a har» 
die Souldicr,he determined in writing to lt her know bis love, 
ſince he had no hope to meet her againe at the like advantage. 
Therefore, like the condemned, hoping of pardon, lived Ehofto; 
yet deſirous to be refolved,either of comfort, or deſpaire, he cal- 
led for pen and ynke,and wrote thus, 


T o the onely miſtriſſe of my heart the muſt beautifull 
_ Cleodora,bappineſſe ard hearts content. 


F Jupiter being a God was vanquiſhed by love, and many 
mightic Monarches have beent forced to ſceke the loveof 
beautifuil Ladies, Lhave teſſe cauſe to actufe my fortyne,or ex- 
claime againſthis ſoveraigmie,, who hath framed:my heart to 
like and love your excellencie +how long Thavehottoured you 
onely, I omit, and defiſtto we» cs many vriefes endured 
for yourſake: Now;aspoware by naturepitifull, ſo vouchſafe 
to

fo credite the lines of me your ſworne ſervant, and by your fa- 
- your reclaimefrom the gatcs of death, my ſoule, which ypon 
deniall,is rcadie to leave her carthly manſion. Therefore pcer- 
lefſe Ladie, if thou holde the life of thy ſervant in any regard, 
grant methy love,and with thy love, gratious liking; fo ſhall I 
live to honour thee;br die through thy crueltie. I write not as 
aPoet,but as a paſſionate lover of your highneſle: and there- 
fore if thou diſlike theſe lines, atiribute the ſhortneſle of my 
ſtile,to my ardencic,which without flatteric, hath delivered the 
ſumme of my miſcrie,and hope ſhal be by your gracious cour- 
tefie mitigated. Soattending your anſwere , either of life or 
death,I wiſh thy ioyes never to have end, and my ſelfe a ſpec 
die death, without your liking.

What man living hath cither heard or read of ſuch ſenſuall 
and incontinenc delignes? ſuch Jibidinous, and inceſtuous 
affcion? Thou Hyppolite,for not yeclding to the luſt of Phe. 
drathy Stepmother, waft through her falle accufacion, by thy 


_ father, purſued, till the Chariot wherein chou fleddeſt, brake, 


and thou miſerably among the ſharpe ſtones rent to' peeces : 
but by thy fall, thou baſt preſerved thy name from blacke ,, 
mouthed infamie, who onely is delighted with her brazen ,, 
Trumpet, to found the harſh tunesof our fouledefame: ,, 
as for thee E4oſte, whom the Fates hkewiſc have reſerved to 
perpetuitie, muſt with thy licencious Phedre,abide continual- 
ly ws deteſtable brand of yaſpeakable ignominic. But I di- 
rele.

. When he had ended theſe lines, ſcaled and direed the ſame; 
he could not find by many deviſes which hce ſought, how it 
ſhould be brought co. his mothers hands : avlength,, afterma- 
ny and ſundry wayes invented, this was thanght beſt : calling 
to mind Zuciliathe Queenes Maid, which he:often notcd to 
bein ſome regard with her, determined co procure her,cither 
for courtefic, or reward, to-deliverit,; And yeticearly in the 
morning,as ſopncas he could get rad addreſſed A to 
penmil i, Ne 
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the Court, attending the comming of his mother thither, as 
ſhe vſially did ; but vnhappie Eloſto,it fell not out fo well with 
him thatday;for the Quecie dittempered in her thoughts, had 
her mindſo much on1lone,as ſhe emoyed no fleepe by night, 
nor content by day , fo that ſhe was enforced with weakneſſe 
to keepe her Chamber, tothe great diſcomfort 'and griefe of 
all the Ladies. But Cupid which is alwayes benigne to them 
that ſerve him, brought him this pleaſure. It fortuned chat Lu- 
cilla, with whom Ehoſtoes chief deſire was to have ſomeſpeech, 
Paſled into the Garden,either to walke, or for ſome occafion 
of the Queenes(I know not whether)whom he followed with 
a fearefull countenance, more like a novice in Loves ſchoole, 
then any way skilfull in ſuch enterpriſes : yet whetted on by 
the hopes which his heart conceyved, he {uted the Gentle- 
wo'nan , Who was not a little abaſhed to fee the Prince fo 


' neare her,nor could ſheiudge any cauſe of his comming vnto 
her. 


Loxcilla being willing to heare what he would ſay, with a 
facc bluſhing,ſhewing a kind countenance, ſhe enquiredof his 
health,with other ordinarie pratt'e : vnto which hee anſwered, 
and returring her manythanks,ſaid; Miſtreſſe Laci/la,though 
my deſerts havenever merited favour at your hands, yet letme 
crave yourfortherancein a ſute, for that | heare my mother is 
weake,and not willing to bee troubled, ſo that I cannot attaine 
 ynto hir ſpeech;and befides, my bufiriefle of jimportance,com- 
pelleth me very ſhotitly to leave the Court, to defiver this Let- 
terirto her owne hands,and at your leyſure to returne me ſuch 
anſwer,as ſhe ſhall pteafeto deliver : in doing, which you ſhal 
both do me a favour of great elleeme, and cavſe me hereafter, 


not to wound this yourkindnes with oblivion. * 
T he Gentlewoman which did know where the Queenes 
ſhooe did wripg her, began immediatly to coniefture his diſ- 
caſe, and to ſhootcat that which indeed ſhe hit without -" 
reatame; ſ1ppoſing the Prince to be wounded with like af- 
Fad, was glad to become fo happie a Meſlenger to her, 
who could willingly vouchſafe himas partner of her beſt for- 
eunes3 yet making a kind deniall lie ſaid ; Sir, though rivers 
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willingly doe you more ſervice then modeſtie will I acquaine 
you withzyet it i5not the part of our Country Gentlemen, to 
mae poaſts of women, having Pages fit for that purpole :if I 
refuſe your requeſt, attribute it tono diſcourtelic in me, which 
am veric loathto offend her h\ghneſle ,, not knowing whether 
the ſentence of your Paper-inay breed any diſcontent or no. 
T hat many Meſlengers bave incurred diſpleaſure, yea, and 
loſle of life , as the cauſe hath deſerved, 1 hope it is notvn- 
knowne vntoyou, yet hath'the. harmleſle bearer known: as 
Ile what he carried, as I defirous toknowof you 

i Sweet Lwacilia (quoth the Prince) thatit is wildomeby ,, 
others harmes to beware, I deniec not;yet notwithſtanding, ,, 
K is diſcourreſfie, not to fulfill the requeſt of a Gentleman, 
which hath cvermorc ſhewed himſelfe moſt ducifull vato her 
Maic(tic.: can Itherfore frame my heart topreiudice that La- 
dic of incomparable vertuc? No,no,heavens never permit me 
Ife,if in the lcaſt thought I once offend her. 

Lucille, noting by the often change of his colour,in telling 
his tale,that his heart was not his owne, but had ſome more bu- 
ſineſleio hand then willingly he would reveale, loath ro move 
His patience by her deniall, anſwered : Sir,perſwading my lelf 
of your loyaltic, I wilifor this time become your Embaſlador, 
akhough it ſhould impaire my credite with her Excellence, 
whole favour I hold as deare as my life : and that you ſhall aſ= 
ſure your ſelfe ofmy fadelitic herein, if youpleaſe romeereme 
in this place tomorrow, by thacumethe Suns power ſhal have 
drawne the deaw from oft the earth, I ſhall returne you anſwer 
as you delire. 

Thankes, good Zxc:la, for thy courteſie, aſlureyour ſelfe 
I wilnot dic inyour debt, if ever Ehoffo may requite it by any 
induſtrie. In the meanecime(quorh he) favour weſo highly, 
as weare this for my ſake : and- pulling off a Diamond of 
great price,gaveit her, which ſhe was loath to accept; yetyi- 
ving him thanks for his kindneſle, replied. Sir, 1 prize not my 
paines,that you ſhould reward'me withhire, or do you good, 

in hope of benefite-: foras it is vnficting a Gentlewoman 10 
ke gifts in ſuch miner beſtowed; ſois it diſcourteſte, and no 
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part of womanlike condition, to reie& the gife of a friend, 
therefore accept my thank; vnuill ſuch cime I ſhall better de-+ 
ſerve it. 

Thus time paſſing away, L-ci/la taking her leave, went toe 
wards the Queens Chamber,and Eo to his lodging,where 
miniſtring fuell vnto hisfollie, hee began in his imaginations 
moſt ſtrangely to be perplexed;for his propheticke foulc layd 
downe before him, both the enormitie of the fat,and the con- 
digne puniſhment,which alwayes accompaniethſuch a crime : 
yet 4 1 AS; he was ſo blind with outragious luſt , as 
that noſuch ſacred ſnppoſitions were of force ſufficient co re- 
claime him from his intended reſolution : Vato whick I leave 
him. 

Lacillaſeriouſly bethinking her ſelfe of theſe rare and ab- 
hominable accidents, thought good ſincethey were commit- 
ted vito her ſecrecie, toſmoother themwvp in filence , leſt by 
their detetion, both their ſafetics vtterly might be ruinated. 
Vpon this ſhe came into the Queenespreſence, where being 
of her perceyved, ſhee was demaundeqd where ſhee had ſpent 
the tune ſo long from hir, knowing that alt her attendants, be- 
ſides her ſelfe, were comberſome . Madame, having beene to 
ſearch ſome daintie that might yeeld delight co your weake 
ſtomacke,and cauſe better diſgeſture, by chance prying in the 
garden for ſuch things, I was encountred bythe beſt Phifition 
inthe, Dominion of Cyprxs, who gave me areceipt , which I 
judge by my ſimple skill;will give your Majeftie great eaſe, yet 
doth the man doubt whether your ſtomacke will difgett it, yea 
or no : this (gracious Ladie quoth Zuci//a)hath beene the caufe 
of my abſence,and no other. Alas;good wench, bow am T be- 
holding vntothce, that regarding my health , ſearcheſt the 
depth of thy skill ! but, Zacidle, in vaine ſeckeſt thou her re- 
dreſſe, which no Phiſttion with all hishearbs,drugs, and fim- 
ples, balmes, emplaiſters, or what Art may provide,canreme- 
die,the gods only by their grace muſt finiſh my defires,or give 
evidencc,thatlife hath left within me che due poſleſiion of her 
field. What Madame,cver in this tune? -once alter theſe dif- 


cords, which maketh your Mufiicke jarre, and fingthe beleefe 
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with a cheerefull yoice,ſo may your mindebea little eaſed, and 


the receipt I have to miniſter, worke with the more effeR : 1 
fpcake this of experience; for everie cunning Phiſition will ,, 
preparethe bo ly of his patient before he miniſter any thing; ,, 
therefore if you will ſhake off this melancholie, you ſhall have 
ataſte of what I promiſe, if not, your Grace muſt pardon mee : 
it weregreat pity ſo preciousa thing ſhould be caſt away. Wel 
(quoth Cleodora,) thou art diſpoted to croſle me with thy 
wordes,which in yeelding ſmall comfort, donothing elſe but 
aggravate my diſcaſe : therefore leaving thele jealts, tell mecif 
thou haſt anght will doe me good,if not, vſe me no more thus 
vnkindly, leſt vanquiſhed withthe extremitie of my griefe , I 
chanceto ſay that with my tongue which my heart will repent, 
or exerciſe my hands inſuch ſeveritie,as ſhall not beſeeme my 
perſon. T he Gentlewoman ſeeing the wind blow ſo ware, 
at the view of the Queenes impacience, feared as much as ſhee 
promiſed, thovght not/good above her ſtrength to moove ,, 
her; for women being by nacure hot, vpon ſmall occaſions, ., 
ofttimes become vareaſonable : wherefore making a pre- ,, 
amble to her diſcourſc,hke an eloquent Orator began thus. (E- 
fHoſto) with that word, making along pauſe;to note her covnte-+ 
nance,on the ſodame naming her beloved, was thus interrup- 


"ted, Elioſto, Luciila? 'Whatfrantike humorinthis maner cau- 


ſech thee to nominate him, with whom as yet thou never hadſt 
any conference 2 Madame(ſaid the Gentlewoman )ate: nd the 
reſt, before you cither diſlike or commend me3 then proccede 
quoththe Queene. 

This Ehofto (as Tam credibly informed) Toveth a Ladie, 
but whom Iknow not,and asa dear friend ofhis certified me, 
3s ſo tormented in his paſſions, that the nightnaturally ordamed 
for reſt, (reſtle{[c) he conſumeth in great diſcontent; the day 
wherein all creatures dclight,is vato him loathſome, infomuch 
that through watching, and refuſing his diet, his lovely viſage, 
from the fanguine is altered intothe yellow coloured ſaffron; 
yea, Madame, theſe minc eyes arewitneſles ofit, who this day 


 faw him paſle intothe Court fo feeble, that his weake legtes 


could hardly ſupport the weight of his bodie. 
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Noe more ef this Lucile, leſt thy tongue buſied toolong 
on this tragedie, I in the meane time be compelled to ſecke an 
end of my torments, by diſpatching mine owne life . Is this 
thy alice confe&ion ? Is this thereliefe thou preacheſt 
of, which would yceld me ſuch quiet of minde 2 Why ſhould I 
live to ſee another enioy myIoue ? baveT made chotſe of him, 
and ſhall another,no wayes worthie of him, enioy my telicitte? 
| Peace Cleodora, whither rovelt thou ? It reaſon {bdue rage, 
Ict not every one beprivie to thy inceſtuous love, but conceale 
i: as thou maiſt, and ſeeke ſome ſecret device,by death , which 
is the beſt remedieto give contentation tothy heart. Buthear- 
ken Zacila, that thou mayeſt in time, when my bodie ſhall be 
intombed among the dead, report voto my fonne,. how deare 
I held his love,as my countenance often ſhewed,, though hee 
careleſſe of Loves toyes, never regarded itz do but this for me, 
by his frind to learne the Ladies name,with whom Ehofo is lo 
inthrailed : this is all the ſervice that ever I will exaCt of thee, 
that knowing her, I may become an interceſlor for him, whom 
my heart more defireth then all the worlds poſlcfſiens : With 
this, tears which trickled downe from her opticke inſtruments, 
reſtrained her tongue. | 

In which forrowfull paſſion, her Maiden became a part- 
ner,and grieved for herfollie (which indeed was none) com- 
mitting ſo heynous a faultin procuring the ſame, excuſed her 
{clfc io this manner. 

How much I grieve to ſee you ſo diſcomforted, I cannot 
tell, butrelying vpon the hope of your graces free pardon, if 
you vouchlafe to peruſe this Letter,you ſhall know what ſhee 
15 with whom your ſonne is ſo ſtrangely affeed. This Letter 
I received at his hands, who hearing of your diiquiet, defirous

The Queene when ſhee heard Zxcillaes tale, vorde of all 
hope to obtain hir beloved Z!i-fto,after ſhe had awhile pawſd, 
as onc at lenzth awaked from her memento,asfrom a ſleepe,ans« 
ſwered. Nowtruſtme , thou haſt cunningly gone about the 
buſh, an 4 haſt daintily ſought to enter into my deepeſt ſecrets: 
yet how ſubtilly ſoever you have prattifed the matter , there 
may bee a quidditie to deceive boththee and him: but I pray 
thee tell me what ſpeeches vſed he at the deliverit thereof. 

The defpairing Prince (good Madame) for ſo I muſt call 
him, howſoever (as it is reported) his valour moſt worthily 
ſhewes it ſcl:ein ficld, yet in affeRion he is moſt timerous and 
fearfull.inthat not daring to reveale the ſum of his deſires, muſt 
commit it to atell-tale Paper, languiſhing to the death, wan- 
ring his delight, and by filence prolonging his ſorrowes, his 
lookes declaring more then in wordes heis abl=to viter. For 
he that not long fince had feene his beauticand gallanc grace, 
the agillitie of his bodie,and noted everie particular lIineament 
* ſhall now throughthe pufillanimitic of his minde, fee a meta- 

morphoſis, which may moove the moſt adamantine heart to 
compaſlion,the cauſe to me vnknowne; but yet ſulpeRed. The 
aſfurance I doubt not but your Grace will ſoone vnderſtand, 
if you daine to teare the Szale,and peruſe the Contents. 
Cleodera, which thought everie minute a yeare till ſhee had 
knowledge of her fons mind, put her maiden from her pra'tle, 
with a fained meſfazezwhen being all alone; with a number of 
dolorous fighes for the Princes perplexitie,ſhe read, and many 
times xcad thofe lines which gave her firſt comfort of cnioying 
her hearts content. How welcomethey were vato her,it may 
better be imagin'd then by me explaned, whoſe head was who- 
-1y imploycd in anſwering the famezfor which ſhe thoghtit not 
vnfitto viethe helpe of Excilla: wherefore reſting trom her 
former (tudics vnull her mgide came, we leave her to the con- 


tcwplation of her Love. 
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Lucilahaving diſpatched her Miſtreſle meſſage,repaired 
into the Garden, where the conſideration of the miſerable e- 
ſtate of thoſe two lovers preſented vnto her minde a conſuled 
Chaos of vncouth and diſquieted paſſions;ſo that ſitting in an 
Arbor, the fell into thele termes. Lecilla, thou ſeelt no philick 
Prevailes againſt the gaze of the Baſiliske; no charme againſt 
the ſting of the Tzrantula, no prevention to divert the decree 
of the Fates;nor no meanes to recall backe the balefull hurt of 
« Fortune: Incurable ſores are without Awicens Aphoriſmes, 
* and therefore noſaive for them but patience. . Then Lucia 
ſay with Se/on, {,re/u7 is not happie betore his death ; confeſſe 
« with Sa/adme King of Egypr, thatthe proſperous ſucceſle of 
* Policrates prognolticated ſome dire event , that Fortune 
& {tandeth vpon the weathercocke of Time , conſtant in no- 
<« chiwg but Inconſtancie : for I ſce well, that, to.alſ1gne happi- 
« neſ[eto him that lives (conſidering the alteration that Time 
« and Fortune preſents with fundrie ſtratagems)is to allot the 
* reward of viorie before the bttaile be fought. The grea- 
* teſt miſciie of all ſayth Bas, is not to beare miſerie; and that 
<« man is moſt happic (quoth Dyoniſz) that from his yourh 
« bath learned to be vahappie. Demerrize ſurnained the Beſte- 
« ger, lvdged none more vnhappicthen he which never taſted 
<«« of adverlitic: for that Fortune accountsof them as abiccts 
* and vaſlails of diſhonor, whom ſhe preſents not, as wel with 
* bitcer pils,as ſweete potions. Alluding to that ſaving of 7x. 
*« tarch,that nothing 1s Eyill thatis Neceſlaric, vaderſtanding 
« by this word Neceflaric, whatſoever commeth to a wiſeman 
« by fatall Deſtinic;becauſc viing patience in neceffitie, he gi- 
« vetha greater gloric vnito-vertue . _ Although theſe ſecrec 
meditations were perſwaſions vnto quiet, yet ſhe no ſooner calt 
her eye tothe Queenes lodging, but ſhe was overcharged with 
melancholy : to avoide which, taking her needlcin herhand 
ſhe fell toworke, and hearing the prettic birds recorde their 
fwect and pleaſant notes,ſhe warbled out this Madrigall, ©

And although 
Elifts .( quoth thee) as you pretend the yron naturally 
cleaueth to the forcible Adamant, and nature can not be 
cxanthorated, yetthe adamantleeſcth his power when the

not ableto ſhunne the darts of Vens:?Butit is too late to cry 
« Stand, tohim that lieth in the dirt : to wiſh his preſent 
« returne,who hath newly committed his failes to the mer- 
*« cicof the winde:to teach him to know an Eele,who is al- 
* ready bitten with a ſnake:for in ſuch caſes, we nought re- 
« quirc how it happened, but how the hap may be healed. 
Know therefore , worthy Ekefte , how farre this requeſt is 
from newes to Lacilla,which often Cleodora recited vnto me, 
loading mine cares with lamentations , redoubling blowes 
on hernaked breaſts; intreating me, cither to take away her | 
life, or elſe to make way for her loue: Trefiſted, not mooued 

with her petitions, which I confuted with perſwaſions, 
and would haue confounded them with threats, had I not 
ſeenc her deſperate refolution to be ſich , that ſhee would

CleodereIfay, in whoſeperſon 
Vertne marched armein arme with Beautic, hath blemi- 
ſhed her outward blaze, with an inward blotte. Cleodora, 
who was chaſte, becauſe ſhe was wiſe, and wiſe, 1n that ſhe 
was chaſte, hath bleared the eye of her mind with foule af- 
feion : finaly, Cleodora ſurpaſsing her ſexe as the Sunne 
doth all other planets, being Beauticitſelfe, is Narcrſſms-like 


intangled with the image of Beautie: for you alſonoble E-- 
liofls arc paſsing faire, excelling men as farreas the Moone © 


dooth any Starre, to our ſight, and therfore I the le{lemar- 
uell that ſuch aneclipſe ſhould appeare in our Sunne, when 
ſuch a Moone was oppoſite to the ſame * But now fincea 


daungerous ſore requireth an vadaunted phiſition, Iheere 


girdemy ſelfe to the vndertaking of this ſeruice , and pur- 


_ to giue you notice of conuenient opportunitic. This 
cing ſaide, Zxcika tooke herleaue , promiſing that Ehofto 
ſhould hearefrom her crelon gz: Be mindefull then (good 
Lacilla) quoth EheFto , forTlong to heare from thee. 1 wil 
_ commendations (quoth ſhee)and then ſhee depar- 
ted. 

Not long after, through the vaiae conceipt of faftious 
ſpirites, deſiring (as many now-adayes) innouation, there 
grew in the Northerne parts of Cypras, a ſedition, which by 
reaſon of preiudiciall proceedings ſeem'd to be perempto- 
riein ſomefarall reſolution. Awafias ſoueraigne and king of 
that famous Continent, pittying the Gnidfer accidents of 
his people, being a man as iult in his cenſures, as royall in 


his poſſeſs1ons, as caretull for the weale of his country, as 


the continuance of his diademe, thought, That vnpeopled 4

Pro- 
uiding therefore all things needfullfor ſu: han expedition, 
forth he ſcts,no leſlc honorably accompanied, then ſtrong- 
ly defended; vato whoſe euents,for a time, wee will leaue 
him. The Queene ſeeing Fortune to preſent her with Ball 
and Racket, thoughtitnot good, through remiſle negli- 
gence,to tempt her Deitie. Whercupon Gow diſpatchther 
maid to aduertiſe the Primce,not of thoſe accidents(for with 
them he was throughly acquainted) but of the tune when 
he thould be preſent before Cleodoracr windowe, which was 
at tenof the clocke in the night. E/ioffo vpon theſe tidings, 
being indued with vanitieand un brued with vice, did io 
nuſle himſcife vp in this his adwiration, as thatneither the 
dread of Gods wrath ,nor the feare of his fathers diſplea- 
ſure,covld drive him to deſiſt trom his deteſtable kinde of 
lung. Well,atlength the heauje eucning, heawe for the de- 
parture of beautifull Phetzs, began toput on her ſabic ate 
tre,and mourning-like, to fixe her ſaddeſt faccon the for- 
rowtullearth 3 her face Ifay,, yet blacke and forrowtull, 4 
though the golden ſtarres, labourcd with their twinckling 
I:ght,to make herlooke ſomewhat more lively : when E/o- 
ſtoengulphed in an Ocean of Conceipts , came ſtaggerig 
to the lodging,or rather temple ot his goddefle , where hee 
might eſpie the beames of a candle breaking through a 
chunke of a moltred wall. The Prince peeping, percewed 
Cleodoralitting very ſolitaric, with her to)ding armes, em- 
bracing each other, whom after he had named , and deliue- 
red his watch-word; Who, mine Exkofto(quoth {hee?) I, an- 
{ſwered he, ] amhere, truely intituled, Thine Ewofo; lince I 
amaltogetherthune : open; open vnto me , my ſweet dar-: 
ling,for Ilong to enioy thy beloued company. | 
Cleoaora with filent pace approched to the gates her{clfe, 
* endeauouring to vndoe the barres , which indeed were too: 
' keauteto be remoucd by a weake womans armeznotwith- 
| ſtanding

ftandingi ſhee opened them onely forthe ſpace ofhalte a 
foote,which Ehftaſceing, Defiremaking him thinke no- 
thing vnpoſciblez.firſt with his right flender fide, and con- 
ſequently with his whole bodie ,' entred the houſe'; where 
enciniing as he thought ro-have nnprinted his heart in 
her ſyeetlippes,ſhee fellinto a found : ſodidtheextre- 
mitic ofcither {uddaine 10y , or inopinate teare exanmate 
her; the blood naturally retiring from herpalctt face, to 
comfort the paſsionate heart, the trembling whites of her 
cics,skarce appearing through their almoſt cloſed ſhrines, 
ſo that ſhee ſcemed rather a ſenflefte image, than aliuely 
corps: but onely the pulſes , as metlengers,, and vitall heate 
remaining,and yetretaining his courſe, gaue enidence,that 
thcſoulehad as yet,not lett the earthly confines of her ta-

watry couch. Neither was the queene all this while falent, 


who repayed himhis owne, bothin word and ation. By 


this time the blackeſt night had his jeaty beard changed in- 


to an hoary gray , whereby Ehofto perceined that heewas 
waxen old and departing, ready to reftgne his ſcepter to a 
better ſucceſsor z Wherefore, though detained with the 


loue he boretohis mother, yet forced with feare of both-- 


theirenſuing infamics, he tooke his fainting farewell. Thus

« tender twiggeis ſoonerbroken than the itrong branch, 
** the yong {tem more brittle than theold ſtoc k.the weake 
<_bramble ſhaken with cucry winde, and the wauarne 
* -willof youthtolled with cuery yur of vanutie, ready 
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« bewrackedin the waues of wantonneſle, wnleſſe itbes 
« cunningly guided by ſome wiſe and warie Pylot.Wher- 
ſore, ſeeing youth is ſo caſily intrapped withthe alluring 
traine of fooliſh delights, and {o ſoone intangled with the 
traſh of pernicions pleaſures; let'vs.nat palle away out 
timeinidleneſlz, leaſt happily, beeing taken at diſconert, 
we become careleſle captives to Securitie :' For when the 
mind once flotethin the ſurging ſeas of idie conceipts, then 
the puffes of voluptuous delights, & the ſtifling ſtormes of 
vabrideledfancy,the raging blaſts of alluring Beautie, and 
the ſturdicgale of glozing vanity, ſo ſhake the ſhip ofreck- 
les youth , that-it1s daily 1n doubt to ſuffermoſt dangerous 
ſhipwracke. Butlet vs ſpend our timein reading ſuch anci- 
ent Authors,as may ſharpe our wits by their pith ſayings, 
< & learne vs wiſdome by their perfe& ſentences. For where 
& Nature is vitious,by Learning itis amended;jand where it is 
c« yertuous, by Skill augmented. The ſtone of ſecret vertue 1s 
& of greater price,if it bebrauel poliſhed: the gold, though 
& neuerſo pure. of it ſelfe, hath the better colour,fitbe burni- 
& ſhed: & the mind,though neuer ſo vertuous, is more noble, 
« ;f inriched with the gifts of Learning. But tomy purpoſe. 
Notlong after, Amazias hauing quatted the queſy ſtomaks 
of the rebels, & ſetting all things in order, returnd with ſafe- 
ty to Famogoſta, eſteemed famousfor his peacegble gouern- 
_ ment;adminiſtring. Juſtice with ſuch ſeueritie, and yet tem- 
pering the extremitic of thelaw, with ſuch lenitie,as he both 
oained the good will of ſtrangers, in hearing his vertue,and 
wonnethe [3 of his ſubieRs infeeling hisbountyzcoun- 
ting hun vnworthy to beare the name ota ſoucraigne, wha 
knew not according to deſart,to cheriſh & chaſtiſe his ſub- 
xets:and had notincontinent affeRion(whichhe vied dat- 
ly)counteruailed his more royall diſpolation;the ſtate ofhis 
ſoueraignty had bin beutified with inequiualency. Butthe 
obliquity of this vice being firmly fortified tn the center of 
his heart, could neither by the honeſt ſocietie with his Qu: 
any thing be mitigated,or thraugh the ummoderate & illicit 
acquaintice with others, ſomwhat diſeowaged;For proofe 
whercof,on a day,aftcr theNorthera tepeſts were quicted,

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as herodea hunting with certain ofhisPeeres, he ſtumbled 
by chartceat aFarmers houſe, where heeeſpicd a woman, 
homely attired, ofmodeſt countenance, her face imported 
both loue & grauitigwho ſccing the King approch , dying 
her chriſtall _— with a vermilionhue,after humblereuc- 
rence, brought him in a country Cruiſe, ſuch drinke as their 
cottage did affoard. Amaziar narrowly marking herpro- 
portion,courteouſly tooke his leaue and departed zbutthe

cic,perplexed his mind with ſundry paſsions:For calling to 
his conlideration,not onely, her'exteriour beautie, adorned

Yeni VidiYici. T he King reſting vpon this wicked refoliit 
on,met by chance the. usband of the wife comming from 
Plough,who ſeeing Ameziar , did his dutiein moſt humble 
manner, The King thinking to take opportunitie' at the 
rebound, thought now he had very good meanes to know 
the diſpoſition ofthe woman, and her husbands name, that 
oe make repairethither, to proſecute his wicked 
= ſe. Hebegan therefore to inquiteof theman where 
e dwelt : the poore-Farmer , calling ta minde thathe had 
afaire wife, was not willing to tell theplace ofhis abode, 
made anſwer, V pon the Forreſt fide. What is he (quoth 4- 
mazias)that dwelsat yonder Grange place(for they werein 
view ofthe houſe,) and if thou canſt(quoth he,voeſo farre) 
tell me what your-neighbours fay ofhis faire wife? The 
man was amazed atthis queſtion, fuſpeRing that; which 
indeed proouecd true; though his apparell was fimple, yet 
hauing a ſubtill wit,made him this anſwer. The man (my 
Liege) poore, but honeſt;his name Zewe/ehiln,a Farmer b 
profeſsion,loued ofhisneighbours, for that heneuer enut- 
eth his ſuperiors, nor grudgeth athis equals 3 fauoired of 
the gods, in that amidſt hrs pouertie, he hath a contented 
minde,and a wife thatis beautifull, wiſe, and honeſt:whoſe 
Ifers ſo vertuous, that our Countrie wines'take her ations 
asaPrefident , whereby they ttiay goucrne their fame and 
«creditin{fomuch, that ſhee'5/hot! am; orher 
; | cautie, 
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beanie; as ſhee is renerenced for her chaſtitie. Amatia, 
contented with this reply, rode his way, and thepoore man 
in adumpe went home to his wife, to whom hereuecaled the 
effet ofthe Kings demaund : ſhee willing her husband to 
repoſe his wonted truſtin her good behawour, quieted his 


mind with the hope of her conſtanciezbutthelike reſt hap- 


pened not vnto the King. For he,incenſed by the praiſes of 


her vertues,fell into ſuch a reſtleſle Chaos of contuſed paſt 
fions,that he could takeno reſt till the night was paſled in 
broken ſlumbers. Thenext morning , taking Loueonely 
forhis guide,priuatly he went to the armers houſe, where 
finding her with oneefher maides in the midſt of her huf- 
wiferie , heſtood aprettie while, taking a viewe ofher ex- 
quifite perfeCion till at the laſt, any YA cſpicd him, 
(who, nothing diſmated with his preſence , for thatbeeing 
forewarned,ſhee was fore-armed)gauc him after her home- 
ly faſhion,a Countrie welcome. The King fate downe,and 

nding ſometalke, began to diſcourſe with her, about her 
well ordered houſe, and other matters, that by along infi- 
nuation, hemight the better falito his purpoſe. Thepoore 
woman, whoſe name was Ballimes , was as buſie as a / one 
ſct before Amazias ſuch rurall zunkets, as the Plongh at- 
foards,making feweanſ{wers; till atlaſt the King, after hce 
had taſted of her delicates, taking her by the hand, framed 
his ſpeech in this manner. |

perſwafions, & little isher honeſty that preferres life before 9» 
credit. Thereforc may itpleaſe you, this is my determined , 
reſolutton, which take from meas an Oracle,that as prefer- 
ment ſhall neuer perſwade me to be vnchaſte,ſo death ſhall 
neuer diſlwademe from being honeſt. Amazias hearing this 
roughreplicof the woman, was drinen into a maruellous 
choller,ſo that skarce affording her a farewel, he flung out 
of dores,and going to horſe, he hied home to the court. The 
coodwife glad that he tooke the matter ſoin ſnuffe, com- 
manded her maid to ſay notking to hir maſter,leſt it ſhould 
diſquicthis minde. But the King impatient of this deniall, 
thoughtthat the Citic which would not yield at theparley, 
might be conquered by an aſlaultz and that which intreaty 
could not command, force would conſtraine: therefore he 
commanded one of his Pecres , whom he madepriuie to 
his practiſe, to giue him warning to depart out of his houſe, 
but with this promiſe , thatif his wife were found tractable, 
then ſhe ſhould remaine there ſtill. The Noble man fulfil- 
ling his Soneraignes command,proucd ſtraight by experi- 
cnce,thatit was as polsible to force the ſtreame againſt his 
courſe, or the earth-to aſcend from his center, as to draw her 
minde from vertueand honeſtie: and therefore, contrarie to 
alllaw and conſcience, charged them toleaue their liuings.

Thepoore man ſecing, that to ſtrive with him, wasto 
thooteagainſtthe Heauens , preferring life before wealth, 
euen as he was apparrelled, went farre from the place of his 
relidence;zand as a man in diſtreſſe,ſeeking ſeruice, went to 
a Collier, who entertained, and gaue him ſuch wages, as hee 
deſcrued:where quictly, although diſquieted in minde for 
theabſence of lus ike paſſed away a few daies. Diuerſe 
were poore Lewe/ohitns thoughts , for when hee conſidered 
« the Chaſtitic ofhis wife , Suſpition hidde her face for 
« ſhamezbut whenhe ſaw that womens thoughts are aſpi- 
« ring,and gapeafterpreferment, and thatthe greateſt aſ-

thus betwecne Dread and Hope, hehued diſquieted. But 


oore Ballinea, whoſe miſerie was redoubled, by hearing of 
Ke husbands miſhappe, powred out ſuch continuall foun- 
taines of teares,as notonely Amaziar, butall men tooke pi- 
tie ofher plaints. But the vnbrideled furie of Luſt , that 
whileitrunnes headlong into a Laboryath of miſchicfes, 
feeleth no remorſe, had no conſideration of her daily ſor- 
rowes,but refolued,if not by intreatic, at leaſt by force, to 
come to the ende of his laſciuious defire. Which reſoluti- 
on becing knowne to Ballinee, from Praters ſhee went to 
Pollicie, and thereforeon the ſuddaine became more cour- 
tcous, deſiring Amazias, that he would giue her ſome ſpace 
to forget her old Love, and entertaine a new choice; Hee, 
whoſe fancy was ſomwhatappeafed with this good ſpeech, 
cranted her the tearme of a Moneth , with freelibertie to 


walkein the garden, and elſe-where at herpleaſure. Bate 


ea enioying her with, ſo fortunately taking Timeby the 
forchead,carely in a morning ſtole ſecretly from the Palace, 
and fleddeinto the Countriez where, in the day time hidin 
her ſelfe amongſt buſhes, and inthe night travelling as fal 
2s thee could; atlaſt ſhee came to the place where her huſ- 
band was with the Collier:and there f ee herapparell 
into theattire ofa man, and her head braucly thorne, ſhee 
became an handſome ſtripling. The next day ; comming 
(C0) 
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tothe Cole-pits,ſhe demanded ſeruice; The maſter Collier, 
ſceing the youth well faced, had pittic ofthis want, and en- 
tertained him : and for that Lewe/ebi/n his man wanted one 
to driue his cart, he appointed Ba/lines to attend vpon him. 
Shee thanking the gods that bleſt her with ſo fauourable a 
ſervice,was broughtto the fight of Lewe/obiin , and commit- 
ted to his charge. Leweſohity pittying the poore eſtate of 
ſuch a yong youth , noting narrowly the lineaments of her 
face,fell into fighes, & from ſighes to teares,for theremem= 
brance ofhis ſweet Ba/lnes ; who pittying her husbands 
plaints,in that ſhe was a true deuiner of his thoughts, could 
ts womens ſecrets oft hang at the tip of their tongues) 
but bewray to herhusband what hee was : who, when he 
pms knew his wife, fo ſtrangely metamorphiſed 3 what 

rioy ofher preſence,. and ſorrow that Fortune had made 
them both thus vahappy,he fcl into deeper complaints , till 
appeaſed by his wife, they went merrily to worke. But 4- 
mates miſting Ballimed,and after diligentſearch,perceiuing 
ſhe was ſtole away,fel into ſucha melts humour,that 
his ſubzes thought him halfeina frenzie. He commanded 
horſe to be made out into euery high way,all paſſages to be 
ſtopt,cuery woman tobe examined:butin vaine; which ſo 
increaſed his furie,thatheinjoyned an officer of his Court, 
(as wel qualified as himſelfe) to ſearch out (if it were poſsi- 
_ ble)by his extraordinary induſtrie , the1nauſpicate conuei- 
ance of his loue. Who taking horſe, rode vp and downe the 
countric,as one halfe madde; but found notthat he ſought 
for. Atlaſt, Fortune enuying the happines of Lewe/#hiln,and 
his wife, brought him where the Colliers were at worke: 
and a pretty ſpace before he came atthe Pit, he met Badinea 
 whoſeeing him, although hehad diſguiſed himſctte,becauſe 
| hewould ride ynknowne, yet perfectly perceiued what hee 
was; and thercfore would willin ely hauebeencoutof his 
company. 
_ © But hee calling vnto her, and ſhee having herleather 
coate all duſtie, and. her fweete face all beſmeared with 


coales,was the bolderto goc; =_ demaunded ofhim w om 
x ec 
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he wanted?Rawcikew(for ſo was the mans name)inquiredif 
ſuch a woman paſld not that way? yes mary (quoth Balknea) 
there paild by ſuch a one indeede, who as the reported, fled 
from Amaziasfor thatthe King would haue depried her of 
her chaſtitie.Canſt thoutell mec (quoth he) whither ſheets 
goneit I could (quoth Ba{inea)thinke not ſo little courteſy 
1n meas to betray her; for by thy ſtrait inquirie, I perceiue 
thou art ſeruant to that diſhonourable Prince , that ſpareth 
neither wife nor widow,to ſatisfie his vabrideled luſt. Raw= 
cikew not brooking theſe hard ſpeeches , alighted from his 
horſe, thinking to have well bumbaſted + 3 who ,as 
faſt as hecould,fled to the Colepit. The collicrs ſecing their 
boy,(whom for his good behauiour,they all generally affe- 
Qed)to be miſuſed by a Seruingman, tooke their whips in - 
their hands,and demanded of Rawcikew , what hee meant to. 
ofter violence to any oftheir company? Far that(quoth he) 
the boy hath greatly abuſed the King.Ballines told them all 
the whole matter: which knowne, the Colliers wiſht him,it 


| hewerewell,to bepacking. Rawcikew ſeeing amongſt ſuck 


an vnruly companyhe could not mend himſelfe, went his 


way with afleain his earczand as he rode , percciued where 
Leweſohitn lay aſleep;zwho was not ſo diſguiſed, buthe knew 
him perfe&ly:thinking therefore, when hee did awake, to 


learne ſomething out of him; and ſo turning his horſe 1nto 


a cloſe hard by,reſted himſelfe behind a þuſh. Long he had 
not ſate, before Ballinea came merrily whiſtling with her 
cart, & told her husband all what had happencd;who both 
{ſmiled that the officer had ſuch rough entertainment, as al- 
ſo,that ſo cleanly ſhee had deceined hum. Rawcikew,who 0- 
uerheard them, and perceived that the youth whom hee

The 
Collier(as a man amazed)confelled his fault, and therefore 
deſired the Nobles which were ſtanding by, to be his good 
Lords and Maſters. Amazias,who all this while had his cic 
vpon Ballmea, asked her what he was? May itpleaſe your 
Grace(quoth ſhe)I am ſeruant to thisman,who is owner of 
the pit, but vnder this other, who is ouecrſeer ofmy work: ſo 
then (quoth the King) you ſeruetwo maſters, the one by 
day,and the other by night.Nay my Liege(quoth Ba/lmea) 
butone maſter, for wee make ſmall account of any ſeruice 
thatis done inthe night. How ſay you firra(quoth the king 
to Leweſohiln)is not this boy your man? No my Lord(quoth 
 he)onely my bed-fellow,and thatis all the ſeruice] crave at 
his hands. At this anſwer,the K:ng and the Noblemen ſmi- 
led,and Ba4ineatearing the was diſcoucred, began to bluſh: 
which Awazias perceiuing, demanded ofher, of what age 
ſhe was? Abont 18.my Liege (quoth ſhe). Amaziar willing 
totriethen, whatthe event would be, told the collier thathe 
and his man, for tat theirfaults were through ignorance, 
might get them home : but for your boy (quoth the King) 
ſeeing heis ſo young,and well faced, I meaneto make hum 
my Page. The Collier was glad hee was fo diſpatcht ;but 
poore Leweſohi/z,through aboundance of griefe was alinoſt | 
driven into an extafſte; ſo that changing colour, hee could - 
Skarce {tand on hislegs: which Ballmeaperceiuing , ſeein T 
now Fortune had done her worſt , reſolued to ſuffer allnu- 
ſeries whatſocuer:falling down therfore vpon her knees, the 
vnfolded to the King us {he was, & from point to point, 


diſcourſed what had happened between her & Rawokew,in- 
: — termedling 
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termedling her ſpeeches with ſuch a fountaine of teares, as 
the King pittying herplaints , willed her to bee of good 
cheeresforneither hee, nor any other in all his kingdome, 
ſhould offer her any violence, Mooued therfore with a cer- 
taine compunCtion,hee was not onely content to bridle his 
affetions, but to indowe her with ſuch ſufficientlands,and 
polleſsions,as might very wel maintaine her in the eſtate of 
a gentlewomanzwho witi her husband, long afterliued na 
moſt proſperous and happie eſtate. 

Theſe and ſuch like irregular proceedings ofthe King, 
did without doubrt,occaſtonatea tarre greater preſumption 
of offending to Cleedora and Etiofts , afterthat incxpiable 
manner then vnto which by their owne inclination , they 
«« would haue bin inſtigated. But we muſt notlooke what 
* mendoe,but whatmen ought to do: itisill going to Hel, 
« though with athouſand companions. Wel, Efefto was at 
length ſointricatedin the cins ofafteRion,and ſo intangled 
with the trappe of fangie, fo PR__ in thelaborynth of 
pinching loue, and ſo inchanted with the charmes of Yenxs 
ſorcericzthat as the Elephant reioyceth greatly atthe ſight 
ofaRoſe, as the birds Halciones delight to viewe the tea« 
thers of the Pha 1ix,and as nothing better contenteth a Roe 
bucke,than to gaze ata red cloth; ſo was there no obiect 
that couldallure the wauering cies of Ehoſto, as the ſurpaſ- 
ſing beautic ofhis mother C/eodora: yea , his onely bliſle, 
pleaſure,toy,and delight, was in feeding his defires, with 
ſtaring onthe heauenly face of his goddefſle. But alas, her

beautie in the ende wrought his bane; her lookes, his woez 


her ſ1ght,his miſerieher SX uilite pertetions , his vtter 0- 
uerthrow:that as the Ape, by ſeeing the Snaile is infeed,z 
as the Leopard fallethinatranceat the {ight ofthe. Locuſt 
as the Cockatrice dieth with beholding the Chryſolite; ſo 
poore Eliefto was pinched (as the conſequence of this Hi- 
ſtorie manitefteth) to the heart, with viewing her comely 
countenance, was griped with execrablecalamity,and tor- 
tured withinſupportabletorments, by gazing onthe gal- 
lant beautic of ſo gorgeous adame. TH

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Neither did Cleodoraes miſhaps faile to accompany Es. 
ſtars extremities with correſpondencie: for ſhe ſo framed in 
hir imaginations the. forme of his face, and ſo imprinted in 
her hart the perfection of hisperſon, that the remembrance 
thereof would not ſuffer her (exempted from his compas- 
ny) to take any reſt: but then paſſed the day in dolour, the 
nizhtin ſorrow, no minute without mourning, & no houre 
without heauineſle, till at length the vengeance of the gods, 
ſlung foorth like thunder eclipſed the bright ſunne-thine 
of their felicitie with the Cimmerian blacknelle of confuſion. 
In the meane time, Fortune willing to aduaunce them to the 
top of her inconſtant wheele, ſundry times preſented them 
with opportunity for the fruition of their deſires, and con- 
ueniencie for the diſcourſe of their mutuall affeRions : 
which thing Ekofto,tbrough conſonancie found moſt truc : 
for onaday as heeſpicd his Lady and Loue walking alone 
in the Garden, his ſenſes, by that ſoddaine ſight, was ſo 
reujued,that without any dread or doubt, he manfully mar- 
ched towards her, and wasas haſbly as heartily encountred 
by Cleodora, who embracing him in her armes, welcoincd 
him with this ſalutation.

pr fHcn the Ambition of aſpiring governors 
EF Ajobicuced the glorie of the Cyprian king- 
AE dome, and the Maicſtie. of ſo famous a 
| f Monarchy was rent into pettic Regi- 
7 ments: When M-cedoma, the nurce of Fa- 
5 tions, was 'morc infeted with inward 
= = mutinics; than infeſted with outward ho- 
ftilitiez. then Cypras, ſtill the wonder, earſt of immeaſurable 
greatneſle,now of incomparable baſene{[c;earli the 1oyfull 
receiver of triumphing ſouldiers, and pompous karboee 
of renowned Conquerors, now the forrowfull fpectacle of 
Times inconſtancie, Fortunes fpight, and Honours incer- 
taintic : More famous far the ruines of her former dignitie, 
than fortunate in the reliques of ambitious furie, was no 
lefle troubled with tumults in the wane of her glorie, than 
in the height ofher praiſe; warring with her ſelfe, within the 
compaſle of her owne walles 3 and moiſt with the blood of 
men,ſtreaming through the channels, which renued the 1a- 
mentable memorie of former miſeries : but the greateſt ex- 
treames arelcaſt permanent. Mer: thus rufling 11 this mar- 
trall Iſle, was croſt by coutiter-working of fome other god: 
for Cupiagrieucd that he could faſten no ſhafts 1n their flin- 
tic hearts, whoſe cares were ſtopped from louestnucing,by 
the continuall clattering of Armour, amelodienot fittin 
his mothers humour;ſware ſolemnly to alter this, or; 2. 
all the ſhafts im his quiver, Each part wearied with daiely 
rf E-2 maſla- 
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maſlacres, did for a certaine time conclude a Truce from 
AuPeSq2> - ter 7 ongn gy Re ern” 

Thus had. the wily wagge.weanes' to effet.his ſtrata- 
geme: The two chiefe of theſe two FaQtions, had cach a 
child;tkeonea ſonne, the other a daughter 3 both ſo.graced 
with rare qualities of the minde,fo endued with perfeftions 
ofthe bodie,that they ſecmed#he mirror ofthat age , and 
wonderof theirtime. To thele ornaments was added.the 
fiicndly fauour of ſiniling Fortune, ſo large!y beſtowed, 
thitthe ſumne of ArFtetles felicitic might ſceme to been 
them accompliithed. Duhnohin (for ſo was he named) pal- 
ſing oftin thus tume of truce by the houſe of his fathers ene- 
mic,and viewing Gateſaves,({o was {hee called) fclt bimſclte 
ſurpriſed with a ſuddaine change; and ſo long hee carricd 
Joucin his cics, that atlaſt ic ſunke downe to bis heart : and 
his affeion was ſomuch the more vehement, how much 
the leſle his loue ſeemed poſyible to be obtained. Gate/ſines 
ſecing Dibnobin yong, and faire , began firſt earneſHy to 
looke,then ſecretly tolikez and laſtly, ſodeepely to loue; - 
that as her happe was withouthope , {o were her paſsions 
 vathout paticnce. ith, 

Thus theſe two louers vnited with an vaknown ſympa- 
thy ofaffefions, ſmothering their ſecret thoughts in hate- 
full Glence,liu'd diſcontent, not knowing how to cure {o 
dangerous adiſcaſe. Shce voide of comfort reucaled her 
louc toher nurce, praifing Debuo/xn and complaining of her 
hard fortune, and the vnahappic diſcord of thoſe two noble 
families, whoſe diſſention was the oucly obſtacle of her de- 
fire. Theoldnurce, though ſoric that her yong miſtreſle 
was ſoafftced,yet thinking it impoſkibleto alter her ſctled 
rcſolution,did apply a mold of comfort, to mitigate the 
extremity of her farrawznot yſingdiflwaſions;for well ſhee 
knew,that ſtriuing4o quench the fare, ſhee ſhould more m< 
creaſc the lame. 

But Debnobm(ecking acceſſevnto his miſtreſle,found(for 
what canot Loveatchicue)that the chamber of Gateſmeea bee 
ingiuthe backe part of her fathers houle , ſtood towards a

e,through which none, or very fewe, and they very ſel- 
domedid pale. 

When Twa» haſting toplunge his fierie chariot in The- 
zi-lappc,had gladded Oceanm with his returne,the tormen- 
ted Lover taking a Lute in Ins hand, went to theplace, 
which ſo late he | , and there did in ſad melodic found 
foorth his ſorrowes. | 

Gateſinea wondring to heare mulicke at her windowe, 
looked out, and diſcerned her beloued Dibnebin, whoſe af- 
fetions when (hee ſawe like her owne, ſhee was rauiſhed 
with incrediblc ioyes,and had preſently vttcred ſome figne 
ofhercontent, had not maidenly modeſtic , and the pre- 
ſence ofher nurce ſtailher:who perſwaded her,that hauing 
D:hnobmatthe aduantage, ſhee ſhould not fo caſily offer 
herloue, leſt hee might little eſteeme it, having ſo lightly 
rotit.

fairea guerdon. But Garefmeareſtleſſein her paſsions,could 
not be ſatisfied, till ſhe had conceived ſome poſsible means 
| of Dibnohzns, and her meeting. Love the wo 50 of wit, 
F brought this poſsibilitietoa plaine likelihoode; and pro- 
| ceeding a ſteppe farther, made this likelihoodeſecmea cer- - 

taintie, and thus it was : ſhe had a doore out ofher chamber 

into the garden, and out ofthegarden ther was alitledoore 

that opened into the narrow lane, whither Dihnohin was ac- 
cuſtomed to come, who being that way letin,they might,as 
ſhe thought, there ſafely conferre of theirloue. This Joubt 
onely navy how Debnehin might be certified of Gateſineas 
deuiſez which taske the Nurſe vadertooke, promiſing ſuch 
carein the deliuerie of her meſlage, that no ſuſpition ould 
thence ariſe. Which promiſe ſhefully performed, and kno- 
wing that great trouble mzghr grow of that enterpriſe,if lhe 
ferums theencmy of Denohins father , and waiting on his 
daughter, 


— 
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daughter, were ſecne openly to talke with Dshnohin, ſhe v- 
ſed'fuch warinelle and ſecrecie, thathe was by hercertified 
of Gateſmaes purpoſe, without ſuſpition or diſcovery of her 
intent. Dihnobwhberally rewarded thenurſcfor her lucky 
tidings, willing her to doc his humble ducty to his miſtris, 
and aſſureher of his diligent attendaunce at the appoynted 
time & place. The two louers longing for nights approch, 
thought Phebm envying their bliſle, did flacke his courſe 
morethan he was wont, declining tooſlowly . But when a 
generall darkcneſſe had ouerſpread the carth, and dayes 
Iight was eclipſed by Titans departure to the other Hemi- 
Ger, Dilmokrin comming to the garden doore, was let in 
by the Nurſe, and leuingly recciued of Gateſinea . What . 
grcetings were vied when the two louers met, they can belt 
conceiue that haue knowne like fortune . But when com- 
mon cerumonies ofcurteſic had paſſed betweene them, they 
retired into the Arbour, and the Nurſe with:drew herſcltc_ 
from them : there they diſcourſed their loue each to other, 
and finding their affections equall, they mutuall y re10y - 


ced. 

Dibnohin folded in the armes of his miſtris, and kiſsing 
her at his pleaſure, thought himſelfe in a ſecond heauen : 
bur preſuming to proceed further: Gateſinea, whether plea- 
ſed, or offended with his amorous attempts, I knowe not, 
halfe in anger thruſt backe his hand, ſaying, that as ſheelo- 
ved him, ſo ihe regarded her honour. Whereto Dihnobmre- 
plied, that hee tendred her honourmorethan his owne life; 

rotcſting that if ſhe would vouchſafeto accept him for hir 
nd (the onely meanes to eſtabliſh their loue,and pre- 
ſcrue hername from blemith ) that thenthere ſhould want 
in himno endeuours to doe her feruice, with more affefion 
than he couldexpreſſe . This fell out as Gateſmea wiſhed, 
and therefore ſhe graunted thatwhich ſomuch he deſired; 
ſ the Nurſe was called for a witneſle, in whoſe preſence Dib- 
nobm == Gatefinea a ring. 

' Thus were the Nuptials ſecretly finiſhed , not graced 
with the preſence of Fmen,the Prelident ofarriagerire,

butthwarted with the fatall influence of ſome valuckie 
Planet, comically begunne, tragically ended, and both in 
| the dreadfull filence of the, darkeſome night. Thus they 
beeing Man an Wife, eratleaſt, ſo ſeeming to tkemſclues, 
Gate/inea with her new fpouſe, returned intg her bed-chams 
ber, and the nurce departing z both diſ-robing themfc}ues, 
entred in one bedde, and did freely poſlefſethefullfrizuon 
of that, which heeſo earneſtly purſu'd, ſheeſo wilhngly 
eranted,and both ſo muchdefired. 

When day appeared,and Phebws poſting from the Antipes- 
des had remounted the Eaſtern hill , and burniſhed Heauen 
with his glittering beames, Dibuokin leauing, hismiſtreſle, 
departed that way by which be came. In this ſort they long 
cnoyed eachothers company, till Fortune , Loues ſworne 
cnemie {Eadowed their bliſle, witha cloud of miſhap. Dib- 
nohzes father, ſecing him well growne in yeres ;having paſt 
the {pring time ef his child-hood, told him on a time, he had 
prouided hun a wife , worthy his better,both for birth and 
wealth. 

Dihnohin aſtoniſhed at theſe wordes, ſtood like one of 
thoſe whom Per/evs with his Gorgons head [transforined 
into ſtones: but beeing forced to anfwer, hee told his father 
that he had ſetled his fancie,and made his choicem another 
place:his father furiouſly demanding where , he fearefully, 
though with many delaies, revealed his -loue to Gatofmes. 
Theold man beeing 111 a rage, commanded him forthibnth 
to depart h1s houſe; threatening beſides, to diſpoſfeſſcand 
diſ-inherit tim. Dzbnchin ſeeing his father intheſe termes, 
thoughtit beſt co diflemble;zand crauing pardon,ſubmitted 
hiniclfe wholy to his dire&ion : who glad to fee his fonne 
in ſuch a vaine of obedience,thougktitnort good to vicde- 
lates, but preſently diſpatcht the mariage, feating a ſuddain 
change of {o{uddamea.conformitie. 1 21h 156 3 hoih 
Thus Dwnchm; ſecond eſpoulſals beeing finiſhed, he fut- © 
charged with ſorrow, wroce a letter:to Gateſawed)\ca aming 


aſad ichearſall ofthat ynluckie accident; wputing;all to 
the torce ot is fathers rhreats,, ſtill-proming and iprote- 
= . ſting 
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ſting that ſheonly had thepoſſeſsion ofhis heart; and vow- 
ing, thatno ſooner the breath ſhould beout of his fathers 
body, buthe wouldreic@ hisnew loathed wife, and re- 
ceiue her, and ſo ending all diſcprd , ioynethetwo fa&ti- 
ons in one. Laſtly, he aduertiſed her, what time ſhe ſhould 
exſpect his comming. Thus letter Dihnohi cauſd tobe con- 
ueiedto herby a ralf'e meſlenger . Gateſimea hauing recei- 
ued and peruſed it, was ouerwhelmed with ſuch vawoon- 
ted ſorrow, that ſhe {ſwowned preſently, and hardly coulde 
the ſorrowfull Nurſe recall her faintin _ : but when 
ſhe was comeagaineto herſelfe, jealoufttethe mother ofex- 
treame hate, turned her teares into threats, and conuerted 
her feminine anger into flatte fury. Thus reſoluing on re- 
uenge, ſhe awaited a fit time to effeCther tragicall purpoſe. 
Dihnobin failed not to come at the appoynted time, and be- 
ing let intothe garden by the Nurſe, was receiued at the 
chamber doore by Gateſmes , to whom he madealong ex- 
cuſe of his fault committed, attribuung it to the feare of his 
fathers menaces : ſhe, though griped with griefe, vſed ſuch 
moderation in hir outward geſture,that Dsbnohin could not 
gr her thoughts by herlookes, nor conieture her paſ- 
10ns by her ſpeeches. Night being farre ſpent, they went 
bothto bed, where Dihnohm deſirous to renew his woonted 
_ was hindered by Gatefmea, who tolde him that hee 
hould no more haue the fruition of that fauour, till hee had 
made her a ſufhcient recompeneefor the faulr committed : 
he halfediſcontent with tlhisrepulſe, turnd aſide to take his 
laſtand longeſt ſkeepe;;,whereinto'when he was entred, ſhe 
pereppiſa g him fo ſoundly ſetled, that hee could not caſely 
eawaked, roſe vp, and taking a knife which for thatpur- 
poſe ſhe had layd vnder the beddeshead, thee ſtabbed him 
cruelly to the heart, ſaying thus; Moſt treacherous heaft, 
the faithlefle harbour of diſloyall thoughts, receiue the fa- 
tall gnerdon dueto thy deferts,I will not die varcuengedas 
Dao, norliue diſcontent as AJedea, who failed in the ſexe, 
_ and therefore in the certaintie of her reuenge, 9 fecit pati- 
twr.' Thatfaid, ſheredoubled her bloody ſtroke, caſting a 
508: M  Rerne 
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ſtecrne aſpe& on pooreDibrnobin , which lay weltring in his 
blood, What remorceleſle Scythian, or ſfauage Tartarian, 
nouriſhed in the defarts beyond Tana, could haue beheld 
ſo ruthfull aſpeRacle, agd not be pierced with compaſsi- 
08? Yet ſhe, whoſe heart was more impenetrable than the 
adamant, ſeemd to triumph 1n his tragedy, loading his dy- 
ing eares with reproachfull termes,and accuſing him of pf - 
floyalty : at which word D#hnehis lifting vp his eyes (thogh 
ſcarcehecould lift them) ſeemd with a milde countenaunce 
to ſue for pardon, in the extreanntie of his puniſhment : but 
when ſhe {hill frownd, hefetchta deepe ſigh from the bot- 
tome of his grieued heart, making that the laſt period of his 
louc and life. Scarce had thelong impriſoned ſouleleaning 
the ſenſle{[e mould of earthly drofle, returned to the blisfull 
harbour whence it deſcended, when ſheethe ruthſeſſe re- 


uenger other owne crueltic, did withthat knife which de-. 


priued Dibnohin of louesjoy, bereaucher ſelfe of lines com- 
fort, and inflicting a deadly wound, fell backeward on the 
bed, fetching a gricuous groane. The watchfull Nurſe 
whoſe eares were opento this vawelcomeſound , fearing 
that which was too true, and doubting the welfare ofher 
yong miſtris, came haſtily into the chamber , where ſeeing 
Gateſinea in that pittifull-plight, ſhe ſtoode aſtoniſhedatſo 


tragicall a chance; yet hoping that the ſtroke was notmor- 


tall, nor the danger paſt recouery, ſhe cameto her,endeuo- . 


ring to ſtoppe the wound. But Gateſmea drawing neereher 
end, —_— thruſt her ba&tke, ſaying thus; Wonder not, for 
be hath his 


ſpoken, ſhe gauevp the ghoſt . Theaged Nurſe whiclfdi 


lowd, that all they ofthe houſe awaked by her ſodaine 0ut- 
cry, roſetrom their reſt : and firſt Garefimeaes father ſtarted 
VP, whoſe troubled thoughts preſaged ſome future miſhap. 
3» Nor 1s 1t maruell that he Tid darkely foreknow, though he 


morethanheare, for ſhee plainely ſawe (though wiſhing. ao 
{].ce had not ſcene) this valucky accident, did (creech fo 


/ert , and 1 my. deſire which wordes 'beine -:

droopes before danger. The diſmaied olde man ſlip- < 

ing on his night-gowne,haſtened his aged ſteps toward 
Fis daughters chamber 3 where finding her dead, holding 
the bloody knife in her hand, and ſeeing his enemies ſonne 
inthe ſame bed with her,ſlainelikewiſe; what heethought, 
I referre to thoſe that hauing one only jewell, their liues ſo- 
lace, and ſoules comfort, are thereof depriued by the malice 
of fortune. | 
But he diſtrated with ſimdry paſsions, ſometimes la. 
mented his daughters misfortune, ſometimes he threatened 
the trembling nurce, then he bewailed the downefall ofhis 
houſe, wanting an heire, and the extinguiſhed memorie of 
his name forlacke of ſucceſsion. The filly woman falling 
on her knees before him, beſought himto deferre his pre- 
tended reuengeon her, till (hee had vnfolded the cauſe and 
manner of that ſorrowfull event : which granted , ſhee 
rehearſed their!oues, meetings, ſecret nuptials , his ſecond 
mariage enforced by his angry fathers threats, and her de- 
ſperate reſolution of reuenge. This ſhort and ſorrowfull 
iſcourſe thus finiſhed, ſhee halfe dead with age before, 
nowe cleane dead with feare , yielded her ſpirit to him 
which gaue it. Thenext morning, when the report of this 
rare misfortune was bruted through the citic , the ſtreete 
wherein Gateſmeaes father dwelt, was fo peſtered with the 
concourſe ot people , that ſcarce any paſſ3ge could bee 
found. This thus paſting for currant newes through e- 
uery mans mouth, Dibnohins father was ſoone aduecrtiſed 
of it by the generall rumor who, though aſtoniſhed a fo 
rarea chance, yet ſuffered this misfortune with more cou- 
rage thanhis yeeres could affoard, knowing that his cne- 
mies fortune was no better than his owne. 
Thus did the parents beare the childrens happe, whoſe 
| ey are nowe mettein the ſhadie groueof Mirtle trees, 
onting the Efxan fieldes : that dreadfull groue, the c- 
M2 ternall 
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ternallmanſion of thoſe vnhappy louers , which witneſſe 
their loyaltie to Loues heſtes ,, by ſacrificing their owne 
blood,and making their owne "6s. Aim oblations: and it was 
timegfor till then his Deitie was deſpiſed, his Altars emptic, 
his Temples not frequented, _ | 
T his grone plamtedis in Hell, 

Darker groue was neuer ſeenc: 

Where life-loatbing Loners dwell, 

Hapleſſe haue thoſe Loxers beene: 

Such oblations beauties treaſure, 

Loge receines with toy and pleaſure. , 


Bnt this onely chancedid mollifie their indurate hearts, 
which were before ſo inflamed with priuate malice, that 
they loathed publike agreement, But ſeeing in this infortu- 
nate couple,the lamentable effects of their diſlention , they 
ſuddainlyleft Armes, & 1oyning their hands, whoſe hearts 
had beene ſolong difioyned, they let fall their weapons, & 
embraced concord, the ſoueraigne ſtay of common weales. 
Theſetwo ſorrowtfull fathers , ear{tfoes, and now by this 
misfortune made friends , were chiefe mourners at their 
childrens funerals; who beeing vnited by Loues lawes , had 
Loues right:for though their mindes were at their deaths 
diuided, yet were their bodies both in one tomibeincloſed. 
Amazias wasnotſo much perplexed at the information of 
_ theſetidings, as well pleaſed, that at length theſe ſeditious 

ſtormes of: ambitious enuic , were through an inujolable 
lcague of amitie qualified, and quietly ended. The King,as 
«© heehimſelfe thought thus bleſt with earthly fauours, 
& doubted no misfortune, for he could ſee no way for him 
« to miſhap : nay if hee had beene wiſe, he mightthe more 
« hanefeared muſeric; in that he was ſo fully pampered vp 
&© withfelicitic. Fortune , yea fortune in fauouring him, 
made him moſt infortunate. Syren-like , hiding vader mu- 


ficke,ny(cricvnderpleaſure,paingvnder mirth,mourning: 
| like 
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like the ſugred honie-combe, which while a man toucheth, 
hee is ſtung with Bees. Shee preſenteth faire ſhapes, which 
prooue butfading ſhadowes; ſhee proftereth mountaines, 
and perhaps keepeth promiſe : but the gaines of theſe gol- 
den mines,1s Joſe and miſerie. None pa. on Setanus horle, 
which got not ſome milhap:none toucht the gold of Tho/e/- 


ſa, whom ſome diſaſter chance likewiſe did notallaile : ne1- 


ther hath any bin aduanced by Fortune, which in time hath 
not bin crollze with ſome hapleſle calamitie. Theſe things 
the King found anſwerable vato veritie, the iſſue whereof, 
broughtnoleſle vnto him, than the vtter ruine, and ſud- 
daine confuſtonof his kingdome. For Rawcikew liuing in his 
court, noting (as I faid before) E/ioſtoes entertainment by 
Cleodora, his more than ordinarie obſeruation of dutie, her 
affetionate opinion of him, and his aſsiduate repaire vnto 
her lodging,and hislong abode with herzgathered by theſe 
circumſtances , how that the conuoy of their proceedings, 
was butfor the obſcuritie of affection, with whom beyond 
credit, it was moſt brutiſh , and out of meaſure vareaſo- 
nable. | 

Wherefore continuing his vigilant obſeruations, in the 
ende he diſcouered the very ſecrecie of their attempts, to 
the great ſatisfaction of his blood-thirſhe ſpirits. Nowe 
(quothhee) ſince their finnes are come to the ripeneſle of 
their abomination, I voweby that bright Lampe Heauens 


ornament, that ſpeedie information thall bee giuen tothe 


King , that ſo their wanton and laſcuious incontinence, 


may bee lable to the puniſhing racke of 1uſtices ſeneritie: 
aud for this purpoſe , hee attending the benigne leiſure 
of opportunitie, it chanced as Amaz#as two or three dates 
after walked towards the ſtable, for the viewe of his 
horſe, that then the infortunate Prince, blinded with the 
folly of impetuous concupiſcence , aſflailed his mother 
after the inordinate pleaſures which haue beene liereto- 


fore ſufficiently declared. 


Buttheir Argus which ſleptnotat all, ina furious extaſte 
poſting to the king, preſently coduttgd himto ſuch a place, 
M 3 _ where 
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where hewasthe perfect ſpeCatorof their moſt vitions 8& 
dceteſted praQtiſes. The king hardly moderating the vehe- 
mency of his rage from-breaking the. doore vpon them, be- 
tooke himfelfe to his cloſet, where beeing cumbered with 
cholerike cogitations, and perplexed with deſpitefull paſ- 
tons, inflamed with wrathful fury, he fel into theſe termes. 
Now (quoth he) I prooue by experience the ſaying of So« 
hactes to be true, that theman which hath many children 
ſhall neuer live without ſome mirth, nor die without ſome 
ſorrow, for if they. be vertuous, he ſhall have cauſe wher- 
of to reioyce, 1t vicious, whereof to be ſad 3 which ſaying 
by this ſpeQaclel1 trieperformed in my ſelfe: for T have but 
onechilde (which ſhould haue beene the inheritour of my 
kingdome)1 ſee ſo addied vnto vanitie, that heeis a fret- 
ting corraſtue to my wounded heart. For what griefe is 
there more pinching? what croſle more pernitious? what 
paine moregriping? whatplague more comberſome? yea, 
what trouble can torment me worſe, than to ſec my ſonne 
to have conſumed his timeinryot after this manner,folow- 
ing wilfully the fury of his ownefrantike fancie. O that the 
date of his birth had beene theday of his buriall! or that by 
ſowe ſiniſter ſtorme of fortunc hee had beene ſtifled on his 
mothers knees, ſo that his vntimely death might haue pre- 
vented my enſuing ſorrowes, and his future calamities: For 
T ſee that the yong trie will alwayes prooue oldefrogs, that 
the crooked twig wil prouea crabbed tree, how that which 
is bred in the bone, will not eaſily out ofthe fleſh, thathee. 
which 1s carclefle in youth, will beleſle carefull in age, that 
* where in prime of yeeres vice raigneth, there in mature 
_© ageiniquitie beareth ſway. Why. Amazias ifthou ſeelt 
the{ore, why dooſt thounot apply the falue? and ifthou 
perceiueſt the miſchiefe , why dooſt thou not preuent it 
with a /ublrmatum? Take away the cauſe,and the efftefai- 
leth; if Elofo be the cauſe of thy ruth, cutte him off be- 
times, leſt hee bring thee toruine, better had{t thou want 
a ſonne, than neuer want ſorrow. Perhappes thou wilt ſuf- 
ter hum folong till heefall ficke of the father, and then _ 
w 
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will not onely ſecke thy lands and poſleſsions, but lifeand 
all, if thouin time prevent nothis purpoſe : yea, and after 
thy death hee will be, through his laſcinious life, the ouer- 
throw of thy houſe, the conſumer of thy kingdowe, the 
wracke of thy common-weale, and the very man that ſhal 


bring the ſtate of Cyprus to miſchiete and miſerie. Sith then 


thy ſonneis ſucha ſincke of ſorrowes, inwhoſe lite lies hid 
a loathſome maſle of wretched miſhappes , cut hum off as a 
eraceleſle graft, vnworthy to growe out of ſuch a Stocke. 
Alas, moſt miſerable and lamentablecaſe ! would to God 
(as I ſaid)the Deſtimies had decreed his death in the ſwad- 
ling-clowts, or that the Fates had preſcribed his endin his 
mfancie; then ſhould not I my ſelfe haue beene (as TI will 
be)ſo vnnaturall, as to ſeeke the ſpoile of nine owne child; 
or more ſauage than the bruite beaſtes, in committing ſuch 
crueltie. 

* Herevpon Amazia: ſtumbling as faſt as he could to his 
Peeres,renealed vnto themi the whole cauſe of his di{treile, 
requiring their fauourable aſsiſtance in theſe #5s determi- 
nate proceedings. Who with rageincens'd, promiſing in 
what thing ſoeuer, their allegeance : hee commanded that 
his wife, and E/oftos thould be carricd to [traite priſon, vnti!l 
they heard further of his pleaſure. The Guard vnwilling 
to lay their hands vpon their Queene and Prince, and yet 
fearing the Kings furie, went very ſorrowfull tofulfill their 
charge. Comming tothe Queenes lodging, they found her 
playing with her ſonne,and other Ladzes, at.Cardes; vnto 
whom, with teares doing their meſſage , E4oſtoand Cleodo- 
ra were aſtoniſhed at ſuch a hard cenſure; and finding 
their galled conſciences ſure aduocates topleadein their 
caſes, went to Lym50molt willingly: where with ſighes and 
teares they paſt away the timetill they might come to their 
trijall.

Next theſe came 
Elufts and Cleedora, conſiſting of the faireſt of both } indes, 
flowrithing in the prime of their youth , and in the; ride of 
their beautie, attired allin long blacke ornaments trailing 

after them, wearing on their heads, garlands of odoriferous 

flowers. Who beciag arrived vpon the ſcaffold, after the 
finiſhing of the ceremoniall rites, yielded vp tlicir liues vg- 


to the {atall {troke ot Juſtice. 


Theſe two patients beeing thus executed; dnring the 
time for the preparation of rich and ſoJemne funerals, they 
weretor apublike obſervation.brought int9 the baſe court 
of the Palace, to the great griefe of all the beholders. Af- 
ter this, the King cauſed a royall and ſumptuous furniture 
to becelebrated tor th:ir obſequies, and with ſuch honour 
as their dignities required z whom Lury:ng in thecouucut 
of Saint Lawrence, he erected a ſtately taw'olewn: to tee the 
common beddeofthoſe bodies ; whe hearts (when they 
werealine)were ſo firmely conioyned together. And-leſt : 
there {ould beleft any thing vuperte& mm this tragieal ac+ 
cident, Lacil/atoi the vaſpeakable lelle ot her niiſt. cfle,c1d 
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drowneherfe'fe, for whom a ſtatcly bath was preparedin 
eucr burning Phiegeron.
